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REMARKS 

Applicants have now had an opportunity to carefully consider the Examiner's 
comments set forth in the Office Action of February 3, 2009. 

Claims 22, 25 and 26 are currently pending. Claims 22, 25 and 26 are currently 
amended and claim 23 is canceled. No new matter has been added. 

Reconsideration of the Application is requested. 

The Office Action 

Claims 22, 23, 25 and 26 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Mukaiyama et al. U.S. Patent No. 6,631,407 (Mukaiyama) in view of 
Bailer et al. U.S. Patent No. 7,254,7601 (Bailer) and Frolik et al. U.S. Patent No. 
6,982,804 (Frolik). 

Applicant's Response 

With regard to the rejection of claims 22, 25 and 26 as being unpatentable over 
Mukaiyama in view of Bailer and Frolik, currently amended independent claim 22 and all 
claims depending therefrom, i.e. claims 25 and 26, now include further limitations to 
clearly define a distributed printing system which is not obvious in view of these prior art 
references. Specifically, but not limited to, the cited prior art does not disclose/teach a 
distributed printing system including a plurality of DMAs associated with a plurality of 
respective printing devices as presently claimed. 
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CONCLUSION 

For the reasons detailed above, it is submitted all remaining claims (Claims 22, 
25 and 26) are now in condition for allowance. Moreover, since the foregoing 
comments do not require unnecessary additional search or examination, the Examiner 
is respectively requested to enter this after final Amendment.
